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NEW  ESTIMATE  OF  1962-63  ■ 

WORLD  SUGAR  PRODUCTION 

IS  SLIGHTLY  LOWER 

The  1962-63  world  production  of  centrifugal  sugar  is  estimated  at  5^*5  million 
short  tons  as  reported  in  the  June  1963  issue  of  the  World  Agricultural 
Production  and  Trade  Statistical  Report.  This  is  3  percent  below  the  196I-62 
crop  and  5*5  million  lower  than  the  record  I96O-6I  crop  of  60  million.  A  major 
part  of  the  decline  from  1961-62  was  accounted  for  by  smaller  crops  in  Cuba, 
Brazil,  India  and  several  countries  in  Europe,  where  unfavorable  weather  and 
other  difficulties  reduced  production  substantially. 

Current  estimates  indicate  that  world  production  of  cane  and  beet  is  continuing 
at  about  the  former  ratio.  The  percentages  for  1962-63  were  4  3  for  beets  and 
57  for  cane.  The  production  of  beet  sugar  declined  970^000  tons  in  1962-63 
and  that  of  cane  sugar  960,000  tons. 

The  1.0  million  ton  decline  in  production  in  North  America  reflects  the  sharp 
reduction  of  the  Cuban  crop;  aggregate  production  in  the  remainder  of  North 
America  increased.   In  South  America,  the  aggregate  decline  in  production  was 
only  138,000  tons,  even  though  the  Brazilian  crop  was  down  nearly  ^00,000  tons. 

The  1962-63  production  in  Western  Europe  is  now  estimated  at  7,978,000  tons 
compared  with  8,^20, 000  in  1961-62.   Bad  weather  and  reduced  yields  generally 
prevailed  in  Western  Europe  during  the  past  two  seasons.  The  1962-63  crop  was 
some  2.6  million  tons  below  the  bumper  1960-61  crop,  after  which  there  was  a 
substantial  buildup  in  stocks. 


This  Circular  contains  more  detailed  information  than  the  summary  of  similar 
title  published  in  the  World  Agricultural  Production  and  Trade  Statistical 
Report  of  June  1963. 
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In  Eastern  Europe  the  current  production  estimate  of  k.6   million  tons  is  some- 
what above  earlier  estimates  but  33^,000  tons  below  1961-62.  The  USSR  estimate 
of  6.9  million  tons  reflects  a  decline  of  400,000  tons  from  1961-62. 

The  half -million-ton  decline  in  Asia  during  1962-63  was  caused  almost  entirely 
by  the  smaller  crop  in  India,  as  increases  and  decreases  in  other  countries 
about  offset  each  other. 

Non -centrifugal  sugar  is  produced  in  several  tropical  countries  for  local  con- 
sumption. Available  estimates  of  production  indicate  that  the  downward  trend 
of  the  past  several  years  was  interrupted  by  a  slight  increase  in  1962-63. 
Supplies  of  this  type  of  sugar  have  become  relatively  short  in  several  countries, 
and  some  governments  are  encouraging  expansion  of  production. 

Production  Outlook  for  1963-6^ 

There  are  indications  that  recent  high  prices  have  provided  the  incentive  to 
use  fertilizer  more  extensively,  harvest  more  cane  than  usual,  and  in  general 
endeavor  to  obtain  the  maximum  output  from  current  beet  and  cane  acreage.  The 
beet  crop  in  Western  Europe  got  off  to  a  late  start  because  of  bad  weather,  but 
very  good  weather  recently  has  substantially  improved  prospects.  There  was  a 
3  to  5  percent  increase  in  acreage  planted  to  beets  in  Europe  this  year.  The 
United  States  is  expecting  a  large  increase  in  production  although  not  as  much 
as  the  million  ton  target  increase  planned  by  India.  For  the  world  as  a  whole, 
weather  conditions  during  mid-season  have  been  generally  favorable. 

Notes  on  Selected  Countries 

North  America 

Mexico .  The  record  1962-63  crop  of  1,820,000  tons,  10  percent  above  the  previous 
year,  resulted  from  favorable  weather  and  improved  cultural  practices.  Further 
increases  in  production  are  indicated  by  the  planning  and  construction  of 
additional  mills  and  expansion  of  the  capacity  of  existing  mills.  The  con- 
struction of  a  new  sugar  mill  in  San  Luis  Potosi  has  just  been  completed;  it 
has  a  capacity  of  55*000  tons  per  season.  The  construction  of  two  or  three 
other  mills  is  now  under  consideration.   It  has  also  been  reported  that 
management  of  the  San  Cristobal  sugar  mill  in  Veracruz,  the  largest  in  Mexico 
and  one  of  the  largest  in  the  world,  is  planning  to  expand  its  capacity. 

United  States.  The  total  U.S.  crop  in  1962-63  slightly  exceeded  the  previous 
year.  This  was  the  result  of  an  increase  of  nearly  200,000  tons  in  Mainland 
beets.  The  Mainland  cane  crop  was  practically  unchanged  from  1961-62,  but 
a  freeze  in  Florida  prevented  an  increase  that  otherwise  would  have  occurred. 
Both  the  Puerto  Rico  and  Hawaii  crops  were  down  slightly  in  1962-63.  The 
United  States  is  increasing  its  outturn  substantially  in  1963-64.  The  indicated 
1963  sugar  beet  crop  is  19  percent  above  1962.   In  the  case  of  sugarcane,  a 
slight  reduction  is  expected  in  Hawaii  but  the  Mainland  cane  crop  is  expected 
to  be  nearly  one-third  above  1962.  Further  increases  are  expected  beyond 
1963-64  with  the  removal  of  all  restrictions  on  beets  and  sugarcane.

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Caribbean  Area 

Dominican  Republic.  The  Dominican  production  of  900,000  short  tons  is  somewhat 
lower  than  the  two  preceding  seasons  but  slightly  above  the  1955-59  average. 
The  smaller  1962-63  crop  was  caused  by  weather  and  labor  problems.  The  country 
has  the  potential  to  further  increase  production. 

Cuba.  The  1962-63  crop  in  Cuba  totaled  about  4.1  million  tons,  some  half  million 
tons  below  early-season  estimates  and  1.3  million  below  the  I96I-62  crop.  The 
continued  decline  in  Cuban  production  has  resulted  in  the  current  level  being 
only  a  little  over  half  the  196O-6I  crop.   Cuba  is  exporting  about  1.2  million 
tons  of  sugar  to  the  Free  World  in  1963.  This  is  roughly  a  quarter  million  tons 
less  than  in  1962.  The  balance  of  Cuba's  exports  go  to  the  Sino-Soviet  Bloc. 
Regarding  1963-64,  considerable  emphasis  reportedly  will  be  given  to  increasing 
production.  The  new  cane  plantings  last  year  will  provide  some  increase.  How- 
ever, it  is  too  early  to  appraise  the  probable  overall  affects  of  the  efforts  to 
increase  production. 

South  America 

Argentina.  The  1962-63  crop  increased  considerably,  thus  reversing  a  downward 
trend  since  1958-59-  The  1962-63  crop  was  still  below  average.  The  current 
crop  is  progressing  well,  and  if  favorable  weather  continues  and  there  are  no 
serious  labor  problems  19&3-64  production  should  be  well  above  1962-63.  Under 
favorable  conditions  production  should  continue  to  increase  beyond  1963-64. 
Domestic  consumption  is  rising  slowly,  therefore,  increase  in  export  availabil.- 
ities  should  almost  be  equivalent  to  the  rise  in  production. 

Brazil.  The  decline  in  production  in  1962-63  was  due  primarily  to  drought  in 
major  cane -producing  States  in  the  Northeast.  The  Government  of  Brazil  is 
making  efforts  to  increase  sugar  production.  During  the  1963-64  season,  each 
mill  will  be  allowed  to  produce  as  much  sugar  as  it  can  but  not  below 
established  minimums.  High  prices  have  spurred  efforts  to  produce  more  sugar 
to  meet  growing  domestic  needs  and  for  larger  exports. 

Colombia.  Sugar  production  increased  to  485,000  tons  in  1962-63.  This  was 
100,000  tons  above  1961-62  and  far  above  the  1955-59  average.  The  increase  was 
caused  by  a  larger  acreage,  good  weather,  additional  credit  facilities,  less 
labor  problems  than  usual,  and  expansion  of  milling  capacities.   It  has  been 
reported  that  two  additional  sugar  mills  will  begin  operation  in  1964.  Assuming 
average  weather  and  a  continuation  of  favorable  conditions,  there  should  be  a 
further  increase  in  the  1963-64  crop. 

Peru.  Drought  during  January-February,  together  with  labor  difficulties, 
resulted  in  a  slight  reduction  in  the  1962-63  production  estimates.  The  1962-63 
crop  was  below  the  past  two  years  but  slightly  above  the  1955-59  average. 
Another  factor  contributing  to  the  smaller  1962-63  crop  was  that  fire  in 
December  burned  over  considerable  cane  which  was  crushed  immediately  but  yielded 
a  low  sugar  outturn.  Future  production  prospects  are  difficult  to  appraise  but 
assuming  adequate  irrigation,  water,  and  other  favorable  factors,  production 
should  increase. 
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West  Europe 

France.  The  1962-63  crop  in  France  was  somewhat  below  1961-62  and  1.2  million 
"below  the  bumper  1960-61  crop.  A  k   percent  increase  in  beet  acreage  is  re- 
ported for  1963-64.  This  year's  planting  and  thinning  operations  were  delayed 
several  weeks  by  bad  weather  but  recently  good  weather  has  been  beneficial. 

The  French  government  has  announced  that  it  will  extend  price  supports  to  cover 
100,000  additional  tons  of  refined  sugar  during  1963-64.  Although  some 
continued  increase  in  production  beyond  I963-6U  is  probable,  the  French 
government  thus  far  is  weighing  carefully  the  pros  and  cons  of  future  expansion 
programs,  because  of  difficulties  experienced  in  recent  years  in  disposing  of 
burdensome  sugar  surpluses. 

West  Germany.  The  1.6  million  ton  output  in  1962-63  was  the  second  largest  of 
record  but  far  below  the  I96O-61  crop.  The  past  crop  was  characterized  by 
somewhat  lower  beet  yields  per  acre  but  rather  high  sucrose  content.   Prospects 
are  improving  for  the  1963-64  crop  after  getting  off  to  a  slow  start  because  of 
weather.  A  moderate  further  increase  in  1963-64  looks  reasonable  at  this  time. 

Italy.  Sugar  production  has  remained  almost  stable  for  the  past  three  seasons. 
Acreages  have  been  declining  because  of  labor  shortages  and  increasing  costs 
of  production,  however,  yields  per  acre  and  sucrose  content  are  increasing  as 
•cultural  practices  improve.  Apparently,  there  was  little  if  any  increase  in 
acreage  this  year,  but  even  more  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  further  mechani- 
zation and  improved  cultural  practices  generally.   Beyond  1963-64,  sugar  may 
be  substituted  to  some  extent  for  other  crops  because  of  strong  consumer  demands 
for  sugar  and  favorable  sugar  prices. 

United  Kingdom.  The  1962-63  crop  was  down  88,000  tons  because  of  unfavorable 
weather  and  particularly  freezes  which  prevented  the  harvest  of  sizable 
quantities  of  beets.   In  1962  the  imports  of  unrefined  sugar  were  slightly 
below  1961, despite  considerably  larger  imports  from  Australia.  With  regard  to 
1963-64,  some  decline  in  acreage  is  reported  and  there  has  been  no  increase 
in  the  guaranteed  price  for  sugar  beets.  The  crop  was  planted  late  but  is  now 
making  progress.  The  Government  policy  is  apparently  oriented  toward  increasing 
the  efficiency  of  production  rather  than  expanding  acreage. 

East  Europe 

Czechoslovakia.   Production  was  down  10  percent  in  1962-63,  reflecting  the 
effects  of  poor  weather.  This  year's  plantings  were  considerably  delayed,  and 
recent  reports  indicate  a  continuation  of  unfavorable  weather. 
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Poland.  The  1962-63  crop,  like  that  in  Czechoslovakia  and  some  other  East 
European  countries,  was  below  the  2  preceding  years.  Generally  unfavorable 
weather  is  still  reported.   Poland  is  the  largest  sugar  producing  country  in 
East  Europe.   In  addition  to  exporting  sugar  to  other  Bloc  countries,  Poland 
and  Czechoslovakia  have  historically  exported  sugar  to  the  Western  World. 

USSR.  The  USSR  crop  was  also  down  in  1962-63,  as  bad  weather  reduced  early- 
season  prospects.  The  crop  was  400,000  tons  below  I96I-62  but  1.3  million  above 
the  1955-59  average.   Beet  processing  capacity  was  substantially  increased  in 
the  1959-62  period,  and  there  reportedly  is  continuing  interest  in  building 
additional  new  factories  in  19^3 •   Large  purchases  of  Cuban  sugar  have 
considerably  increased  the  sugar  supply  in  the  Soviet  Union  since  i960. 

Domestic  consumption  is  increasing  in  the  Soviet  Union. 

Africa 

Republic  of  South  Africa.  The  country  has  become  a  major  sugar  producer  and 
exporter. The  1962-63  crop  totaled  a  record  1.3  million  tons,  an  increase 
of  100,000  tons  over  1961-62  and  nearly  300,000  above  the  1955-59  average.  The 
country  has  the  potential  to  further  increase  production.  Assuming  average 
weather  and  no  substantial  losses  because  of  labor  problems,  production  in 
1963-64  could  be  well  above  last  season's  record. 

Asia 

India .  The  decline  of  over  a  half  million  tons  in  the  1962-63  production  is 
attributed  both  to  a  smaller  production  of  sugarcane  and  the  diversion  of 
large  quantities  of  cane  to  gur.  Over  1+00,000  tons  of  khandsari  were  also 
produced  but  this  is  included  in  the  sugar  production  estimates  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service.  The  Government  of  India  has  announced  a  target  of  a 
million  ton  increase  in  sugar  production  in  1963-6^.  Action  to  be  taken  to 
increase  production  includes  (l)  maintaining  the  formula  linking  the  price  of 
sugarcane  with  its  sucrose  content  as  well  as  providing  additional  incentives, 

(2)  increased  cane  acreage  near  each  of  the  Jl   mills  in  the  Uttar  Pradesh  area, 

(3)  attempts  to  spur  production  in  Bihar  and  Punjab  areas,  (k)   stepped-up 
programs  to  demonstrate  to  farmers  how  yields  may  be  increased  by  selecting 
higher  yielding  varieties,  fertilizing,  and  making  more  effective  use  of 
irrigation  facilities,  (5)  incentives  to  be  provided  to  sugar  manufacturers 
to  maximize  crushings. 

Indonesia.  Sugar  production  continues  to  decline  because  of  further  diversions 
of  land  to  other  crops  and  the  lack  of  sufficient  grower  incentives.  Equipment 
continues  to  deteriorate.   However,  early  indications  suggest  there  may  be  a 
reversal  in  this  trend  in  1963-64  with  a  possible  very  modest  increase  in 
production. 
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Philippines.  A  record  1.8  million  tons  were  produced  in  1962-63.  A  continued 
moderate  upward  trend  in  production  appears  likely.   Practically  all  of  the 
exports  are  shipped  to  the  United  States. 

Taiwan.  The  decline  in  1962-63  sugar  production  was  the  result  of  competition 
from  peanuts,  sweet  potatoes  and  other  higher  valued  crops  which  exert  pressure 
on  the  acreages  devoted  to  sugar.  However,  in  an  effort  to  produce  more  sugar, 
farmers  are  being  offered  higher  guaranteed  prices.  Taiwan  exports  large 
quantities  of  sugar  to  Japan. 

Turkey.  Production  declined  in  1962-63  from  the  2  previous  seasons.  There  was 
a  slight  decrease  in  acreage  in  1962-63  which  partially  accounts  for  the 
smaller  crop.  The  Government  is  endeavouring  to  establish  a  balance  between 
production  and  consumption.   It  has  not  aimed  to  be  an  exporter  even  though  it 
has  exported  in  the  past  two  seasons.   But  higher  world  sugar  prices  may  result 
in  some  increase  in  exportable  production  during  the  next  five  years. 


Oceania 

Australia.  Production  increased  a  half  million  tons  in  1962-63  as  weather 
conditions  were  excellent.  Also,  considerable  technical  advances  made  by  the 
industry  in  recent  years  has  made  it  possible  to  harvest  almost  the  entire 
crop  before  the  wet  season  begins. 

Improvements  made  include  changes  in  mechanical  loading  and  cutting  of  cane, 
in  milling  techniques,  in  cane  and  sugar  transport,  in  conversion  to  bulk 
handling  of  sugar  and  in  bulk  storage.  The  increased  production  in  1962-63 
was  attained  from  virtually  the  same  acreage  as  in  I96I-62.  There  will 
probably  be  only  slight,  if  any,  increase  in  the  1963-64  acreage,  but  some 
further  increases  in  production  may  well  be  attained  on  the  same  acreage.
